Springfield, Mo., March 21.—[Spe- 
cial.}—“ You can’t come to this city 
and spread your poison when every 
ounce of patriotism is needed for the 
winning of the war.” 

This was Chief of Police Rathbone’s 
reply to Rose Pastor Stokes, New Yor 
Socialist, here tonight when she de- 
clared. the constitution gaye her the 
right of free speech and persisted in 
addressing a.

She was taken to police headquarters 
and detained an hour, being released on 
bond of $100. She was ordered to ap- 
pear in court ‘tomorrow for trial on a 
charge of addressing a street meeting 
without permission from the chief of 
police.

STORY OF ATTACK. 
BRITISH ARMY HEAD- 
IN “ FRANCE, 
March 21.—(By the Associated 
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they had made great preparations 
Big Armies Locked. 

The two vast forces have. been 
locked.in a bitter struggle over 
this wide front forhours. The 
bombardment was of a most ter- 
rific nature, and finally the infan- 
try drove forward against numer- 
ous points in the Cambrai sector. 
The preliminary bombardment 


had extended from a point below: 
St. Quentin, north to the River Scarpe, 
.and at last reports sanguinary fighting 
Was in progress as far south as the 
region of Hargicourt and as far north 
as Bullecourt. 

The early stages of the battle would 
seemn to indicate that the enemy was 
trying to drive a wedge on both sides 
of the Cambrai salient and pinch it off. 
A keen struggle has been proceeding 

.in the neighborhood of Bullecourt and 
Lagnicourt and south of the salient 
near Hargicourt and Ronssoy. 

The British had been looking for 
this attack today. Not only have pris- 
oners declared that-yesterday or today 
would mark the beginning of the offen- 
sive on this front, but there were 
abundant signs of an enemy smash 
against this sector, which was the 
scene of the last. great battle in the 
British theater. — 

’ Can't Predict Outcome. 

“It is too early to predict the outcome 
of the first few hours of the strugle, in 
which vast forces and every conceiva- 
ble engine probably was employed. On 
general principles, however, it may be 
stated that the great concentration of 
attacking forces will probably result 
in the defensive line being pushed back 
in places. This would merely be his- 
tory repeating itself. . 

This much is certain: At no period 
has the British war machine been in 
guch perfect condition. Never before 
has there been higher morale or op- 
timism amorig the British troops. The 
general impression on the front is in 
agreement with that of the Germans— 
that this is the decisive contest of the 
war. But on the British side there is 
no doubt@hat the decision will eventu- 
ally be in the allies’ favor. 


“ Decisive Moment” Here. 
AMSTERDAM, March 21.—“ We are 
at the decisive moment of the war and 
one of the greatest moments in Ger- 
man history,” Emperor William said in 
a telegram to the Rheinish provincial 
council, according to a news dispatch. 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg has 
telegraphed to the Posen provincial 
council as follows: | 

“God willing, we will also overcome 
the enemy in the west and clear the 
way to. a general peace.” . 

LONDON, March 21.—Long lines of 
ambulances began forming at the 
Charing Cross railway station early 
this morning to receive wounded men 
from channel port trains.

National army and who are unwilling 
to accept noncombatant service as pro- 
vided in the draft law shall, in extreme 
eases, be confined in disciplinary bar- 
racks, but when they do not actually 
disobey a coinmand shall be he. for 
whatever disposition the secretary of 
war may make of their cases. 

Each such objector is to be given 
the benefit of a full explanation of the 
law by a “ tactful and considerate offi-

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British Writer Says Local 
Victory Is Possible — 
~ for Enemy.

LONDON, March 21.—In November 
last I walked over a great part of the 
front where the German offensive is 
cpening, and discussed its possibilities. 
It presents some amazing features. 
The base of the assault is a line run- 
ning irregularly along the ridges. The 
trench system is provided with a deep 
underground tunnel about eighteen feet 
below the surface. I walked up a 
stretch of this near Croisilies, which is 
south of Arras, and is one of the places 
mentioned as under attack. Here tne 
British nibbled off a piece of the old 
Hindenburg line in the patrie of Arras 
last April. 

Main Blow Farther South. 

But the main German onslaught is 
farther south. The allied side of the 
line has been officially described by the 
Germans as an “artificial glacis.” They 
mean that it is a slope opened and 
bared by military specialists. The de- 
scription is partially true. The Ger- 
mans retreated across this country dur- 
ing part of the time I was with one 
-of the advanced cavalry patrols. who 
dogged their steps, just over a year 


ago. 

_ .Every house of every village in this 
region was blown down and every fruit 
tree near the village was sawed 
through. The enemy left no cover be- 
hind him. Every crossroad had deep 
and wide craters. , 


Has the Advantage. 

If the enemy wishes to retake the 
ground he more or less voluntarily 
quitted last spring, he has a great 
initial advantage. He can probably, 
conceal several divisions underground. 
His back areas are well treed and 
much built over: He has. had a year 
longer to dig trenches than the allies. 
He can see our concentration very 
much more easily than we can see his. 

More than this: He is making his 
drive at a part of the front which the 
British have only recently taken over 
from the French. A little farther 
south he probably hopes to gain some /. 
advantage from the weakness natural 
to a point of junction, but in the past

It is un- 
derstood he proposes to tell the coun- 
try exactly what is being done and 
how the United States in the last year 
has built more steel ship ways than all 
the English yards put together. The 
wooden yards also are adding substan- 
tially to the merchant marine. 


Decrease in Destruction. 

The British official figures published 
sO unexpectedly here today, when 
every one thought they would be with- 
held indefinitely because of the sup- 
posedly valuable information they

While they show more than 11,000,- 
000 tons of ships destroyed since sub- 
marine warfare began and only 6,000,- 
000 tons of ships built to take their 
Places, they show that the rate of sub- 
marine destruction steadily has. de- 
creased from the heights it reached 
when early in 1917 Germany an- 
nounced a new and unrestricted cam- 
Paign of ruthlessness and forced the 
United States into the war. 

In spite of the tremendous total of! 
losses, and with 2,589,000 tons of enemy 
ships added to the output of the war 
period the net loss to world shipping 
exclusive of that of Germany and her 
allies is only 2,632,297. 

Construction Increases. 

The maximum of losses was reached 
in the second quarter of 1917. During 
that quarter 2,236,934 gross tons of 
ships went down. Since then the total 
has been reduced until in the fourth 
quarter of 1917 it was 1,272,843, Mean. 
while the shipbuilding output steadily 
curved upward. In the last quarter of 
1917 it was 932,023 tons, and at that 
time the enormously increased  facil- 
ities of the United States had not begun 
to get into action.

"NEARING HELD UNDER ESPIONAGE ACT | 


New York, March 21.—Professor 
Scott Nearing, formerly of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and of Toledo 
University, was today indicted by the 
federal grand jury on the charge of 
violating the espionage act. 

Nearing entered a tentative plea of 
not guilty in appearing before Federal 
Judge Mayer. He was paroled in the 
custody of his counsel after furnishing 
$5,000 bail. | 

The American Socialist Society, with 
which he is connected, was indicted on 
the same charge, both being accused of 
distributing a pamphlet entitled “ The 
Great Madness.” 

The pamphlet mentioned in the in- 
dictments carries the sub-title “ A Vic- 
tory for the American Plutocracy,” the 
reference being, as disclosed by the 
text, to the entrance of the United 
States into the war. It is charged that 


Nearing wrote the pamphlet and that 
it was delivered for printing to the 
American Socialist society for distribu- 
tion and sale by the Rand School of 


' Social science here. 


Statements in the pamphlet are de 
clared by the federal authorities to con- 
stitute attacks upon the Liberty loan, 
preparedness and the draft law in vio- 
lation of the espionage act. 

According to the federal authorities, 
the officers of the American Socialist 
society are B. C. Gruenberg, president; 
Morris Hiliquit, treasurer, and I. M. 
Sachin, secretary. Although the soci- 
ety itself is indicted the officers are 
not named as defendants. 

When the people’s council, a so-called 
pacifist organization, was formed in 
Chicégo last September, Nearing was 
one of the delegates and was made a 
member of the executive committee.

“Urge the public to be patient,” was 
the message delivered to editors of 
trade papers yesterday at the Fort 
Dearborn hotel by Dr.Talcott Williams, 
dean of the school of journalism of 
Columbia -university. 

Dr. Williams told how Germany had 
accumulated 13, 500,000 rifies, uniforms, 
and other equipment prior to the war 
and ¢escribed the immense amount of 
work that must be done by the United 
States before it ean hope to hold its 
own against tho kaiser’s veterans. 

“We must build great railroads in 
France that can handle the vast busi- 
ness of the armies that soun will be at 
the front,” said Dr. Williams. “The 
French cars look like a contribution 
box on four wheels. Our men are re 
placing them with cars that will carry. 
100 tons and are laying heavy rails. 
We must build quays in harbors that 
have accommodated only little ships

We must provide huge ware- 
houses and make other arrangements, 
in addition to training our men.

OUR RIGHTS TO THE DUTCH SHIPS. 

Montclair, N. J., March 19.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.}]—Seizure by the govern- 
ment of Dutch vessels now in American 
harbors seems at first sight an arbitrary 
But 
this action is in full accord with the 
Hague convention, in the books on inger- 
national law generally, and with the 
precedents on the part of the German 
government. Sir Thomas Barclay, one 
of the most authoritative of international 
writers of our day, in his article in the 
Encyclopedia Britannica on “ angary,” 
as this right of procedure is called, 
gives the exact article of the regulations 
annexed to the Hague convention of 


1899. This article, No. 53, distinctly 
provides that “telegraphs, telephones, 
steamers, and other ships, .. . though 


belonging to companies or private per-. 
sons, may be used for military purposes, 
but must be restored at the conclusion 
of peace and indemnities paid for them.” 


|The American government is, therefore, 


acting in accord with the Hague con- 
vention, assented to by itself and the 
German government alike. 

Moreover, the German government has 
itself supplied the chief precedents in the 
matter. In the war of 1870-'71 the Ger- 
mans seized Swiss and Austrian rolling 
stock in Alsace and, as Sir Thomas 
Barclay points out, if neutral railway 
cars can be seized, neutral vessels can. 
And the German government seized neu- 
tral vessels just as we are seizing the 
Dutch vessq@s. The vessels they took. 
were English ships, and instead of using 
them for peaceful purposes, as, our gov- 
ernment proposes to do, they sunk them 
in the Seine river so as to prevent the 
French gunboats from interfering with 
the tactics of the German army oper- 
ating along the Seine. The British gov- 
ernment offered no objection to this seiz- 
ure; on the contrary, they simply asked 
compensation for the owners, which the

Secretary Wilson's letter to the news- 
papers follows: 

“There is no more worthy demand 
than the farmers for help to produce 
the nation’s food. The department of 
labor, coéperating with the department 
of agriculture, is expanding its United 
States’ empioyment service to find all 
available labor and correlate every 
activity toward meeting this demand. 

“ The postmaster general has author- 


ized rural carriers and postmasters in. 


rural communities and smaller towns to 
aid the employment service as labor 
agents. But more than 100 of the 316 
American cities above 20,000 popula- 
tion have no public employment office, 
and in many such offices there is no 
special farm service given. There is 
hardly time to open and train the 
needed offices for this season’s farm 
needs. 

“In this emergency I am asking 
the patriotic help of the 736 daily news- 
papers of these cities to establish cotp- 
erative fa.m labor axencies. The plan 
of orgenization is outlined im the at- 
tached memorandum. If Your publica- 
tion feels that it can give\its very 
great influence to this campaign, may 
[ ask that you advise me, naming your, 
active labor agent?

TWO ORDINANCES 


Acting Chief and 
Hoyne Spansor New 
‘Measures. 


State's Attorney Hoyne and Acting 
Chief of Police Alcock were sponsors 
for two ordinances recommended for 
passage yesterday by the city council 
committee on schools, fire, police, and 
civil service. They are expected to 
have a tendency to lessen crime. 

‘The acting chief's measure prohibits 
automobile owners and chauffeurs from 
leaving their machines unlocked on the 
public streets. It requires that they 
be locked when left unattended. The 
acting chief said he believed this meas- 
ure would cut down the number of 
automobile thefts, 

Check on Dealers. 

Mr. Hoyne’s ordinance requires that 
dealers in second hand automobiles and 
second hand automobile accessories be 
}required to make daily reports to the 
police of all their transactions, giving 
a description of each article bought. 
This ordinance aplies to all second 
hand dealers, but is aimed principally 
at stopping traffic in stolen automo- 
biles and parts. 

Both measures had the approval of 
Ald, Byrne, Kaindl, Franz, Steffen, and 
Kimball, a subcommittee of. the schools 
committee, which has been investigat- 
ing all phases of the crime situation. 

Representatives of the Automobile 
Trades association protested against 
the second hand auto ordinance, but 
the committee did not heed this.

New York, Mareh 21.—Warner Mil-!. 


ler, who was United States senator 
from New York from 1881 to 1887, died 
in a hospital here today, aged 79. 
Death came after an operation. 
Former Senator Miller was a. Repub- 
lican and one-time leading figure in 
national politics, and was also promi- 
nent in the Nicaragua canal project. 
He was serving in congress at the 
time of the famous factional fight 
which resulted in the resignations of 
Senators Roscoe Conkling and Thomas 
C. Platt. Mr. Miller was chosen to fill 
the unexpired term of Mr. Platt, while 
Elbridge G. Latham was elected to re. 
place Mr. Conkling. 
He was a delegate to the national 
Republican convention in 1872, asmem- 
ber of the New York state legislature 
in 1874 and 1875, was elected to con- 
gress in 1879, an¢ served two years, 
resigning to take his seat in the senate. 
At Herkimer, N. Y,, he had large 
ted manufacturing interests, but re- 
some time ago from active busi- 


we. Miller was born at Hannibal, N. 
Y. He was graduated from Union col- 
lege in 1860 and was professor of Greek 
and Latin at Fort Edward Collegiate 
institute in 1860 and 1861. 

He then enlisted in the Fifth New 
York cavalry regiment and served un- 
der Gen. Sheridan. He rose to the 
rank of lieutenant and was taken pris- 
oner at the battle of Winchester.

“Similar comparisons show that on 
the movement of 550,000 tons annudlly 
from Kanawha districts to ‘Wisconsin 
points there can be saved about 2,500,- 
000 car miles, with a conséquent in- 
creased production of some 300,000 tons!

Zone Systems Outlined. 

The fuel administration, in its order 
establishing the zoning system, out-| 
lines the fields from which communi- 
ties may receive coal supplies and the 
fields in which operators of a given 
state may sell their product. The rail- 
road administration will aid enforce 
ment of the order by declaring em- 
pargoes against deliveries of coal out- 
side established zones. 

Permits will be made in certain in- 
stances for deliveries outside zone lim- 
its. The rail embargoes will be raised 
to fit these cases. Chicago’s only 
chance of getting Pocahontas coal is 
by special permit of Garfield.

Prices to be paid milk p cers in 
the Chicago district for March, April, 
May, and Juné were established by an 
amicable agreement reached at a con- 
| ference in the food administration of- 
‘floes last night: rt. 

These are the prices per 100 pounds 
of milk containing 3.5 per cent of butter 


. The average for the four months is 
$2.35; approximately the same as. the 
average of the prices for the same 
period recommended by the milk com- 
mission. he figures, however, were 
reached by slightly different methods 
than those used by the commission. 
March Allowance Killed. * 

The new prices eliminate the March 
allowance of 21 cents that the produc- 
ers,asked in order to recoup themselves 
for losses in December and February. 
They waived that when they were 
given a price of $2.65 for April, which 
is an advarice above the price proposed 
The new prices 
allow for the increase in feed cost. 

Along with the settlement was an 
agreement that created additional satis- 
|faction. This was an understanding 
that the prices for July, August, and 
September—the “lean months” in the 
milk business-——will be taken up at an- 
other friendly conference to be held 
between June 10 and June 15. 
Condensers to Agree. — 

The milk condensers were not repre- 
sented officially at the end, but all pres- 
ent indicated a belief that they will pay 
the prices agreed on. So convinced 
that peace had been established was 
William E. Lamb, attorney for the 
milk division of the national food ad- 
ministration, who cam from Washing- 
ton, that he will return today.
